WASHINGTON (AP) - One 


of the Senate's leading economy 
watchdogs has dismissed 
as 


"malarkey" the claim that a 
resolution he sponsored lacks 
the 
legal force 
to block a 


congressional pay boost. 


"That's malarkey and they 


know it," said Delaware Repub- 
lican John J. Williams going 
into todays scheduled debate on 
the resolution, 


Without a House or Senate 


veto the proposed pay hikes 
take effect Feb. 14. Congression- 
al pay would go up from $30,000 
to $42,500 with bigger increases 
going to judges, Cabinet mem- 
bers and other high federal offi- 
cials. 


Backers of the pay raises con- 


tended that the law on which 
they are based says they will 
take effect unless the House or 
Senate has "enacted legisla- 
tion" to the contrary. 


While 
they contended this 


means a full dress bill, Williams 
said it was "clear and absolute- 
ly clear" that a resolution would 
suffice. 


Williams had vowed in an in- 


terview Monday to meet every 
parliamentary maneuver with a 
demand for a roll-call vote and 
insisted there was no way his 
colleagues could avoid a public 
stand on the issue. 


Williams had fought almost 


alone to block the raises, which 
he said will prompt big wage 
demands throughout the econo- 
my. 


Both Senate leaders—Demo- 


crat Mike Mansfield and Repub- 
lican Everett M. Dirksen—had 
said then favored the increase. 
Mansfield, however, has said 
the efforts to avoid a public 
stand by members makes the 
Senate "look bad." 


Former President Lyndon B. 


Johnson proposed the raises in 
his last budget under a new sys- 
tem established by Congress In 
a 1967 law. It reflected a strong 
desire for a congressional pay 
raise with a minimum of the 
possible political consequences 
of voting directly for one.

Battle for 
Control of 
Steel Union

PITTSBURGH 
(AP) - A 


struggle for control of the Unit- 
ed Steelworkers Union, the na- 
tion's third-largest, comes to an 
end next Tuesday. 


President I. W. Abel, who won 


the Job four years ago with a 
promise to give the members 
more voice, is being challenged 
by a lawyer from his headquar- 
ters staff, Emll E. Narick. 


Narick contends that if Abel 


wins, there is a strong chance 
he will retire and become head 
of 
the AFL-CIO, replacing 


George Meany, who Is 74. 


The steelworkers, 
with 1.2 


million members, is the largest 
in the AFL-CIO since Walter 
Reuther took his autoworkers 
out, Spokesmen for Abel say he 
will serve out his term if elect, 
ed. 


Narick says if he wins, he will 


re-examine the union's affili. 
ation with the AFL- CIO. If the 
relationship is not beneficial, he 
says he will consider "other 
alignments," 


There 
have been 
rumors, 


some of them published, that 
Reuther is backing Narick, Nar- 
ick denies it. A spokesman for 
Reuther disclaimed any knowl* 
edge of it, 


In an Interview, Narick re» 


ferred to Reuther as an exam, 
pie of the kind of leader the 
steelworkers need and the auto, 
workers union as the kind of un« 
ion that the steelworkers should 
be, 


One 
of Narick's platform 


promises would ajlow locals to 
strike over local issues, one of 
the Important differences be* 
tween the steelworkers and the 
autoworkers in contract bar* 
gaining, 


Narick's c a m p a i g n has 


stressed his advocacy of greater 
union democracy and rank-and* 
file participation— an i s s u e 
reminiscent of Abel's own cam- 
paign, partly along those lines. 
In 1965. 


As the incumbent, Abel is con- 


sidered the favorite. All 29 of 
the powerful district directors 
are backing him.

this situation is said to be one of 
readiness for "friendly rela- 
tions," with any country willing 
to reciprocate. 


But the issues are far more 


complicated 
than 
that. The 


United States has itself been an 
issue of bitter controversy be- 
tween Red China and the Soviet 
Union, and any move Washing- 
ton makes is bound to be re- 
garded suspiciously in Moscow 
as well as Peking. 


Thus at a time when Nixon 


hopes to get active and success- 
ful cooperation with Moscow in 
making peace in the Middle 
East and in limiting deployment 
of nuclear missiles, he is not 
likely to go out of his way to up- 
set the Soviets by making over- 
tures to Red China. 


Yet there are pressures on the 


President from Congress to at 
least explore the possibility of 
opening up contracts with main- 
land China after 20 years of 
near total separation. 


Throughout this time the cen- 


tral dispute between Washing- 
ton and Peking has been over 
the Chinese Nationalist Govern- 
ment of President Chiang Kai- 
shek on the island of Formosa. 


The United States has pro- 


posed 
that 
the 
main 
land 


Chinese renounce the use of 
force in seeking settlement of 
the issue. The Chinese, scorning 
that approach, have demanded 
that the United States abandon 
the Nationalist regime and For- 
mosa to them. 


In recent years the costly and 


expanding war in Vietnam has 
been another major block in the 
way of accommodations. With 
the end of the bombing of North 
Vietnam last October, however, 
and the expansion of the Paris 
peace talks Into a new phase, 
this issue may have declined 
somewhat In urgency. 


The key question which the 


Nixon administration appears to 
be intent on probing now is 
whether in spite of these two is- 
sues—Formosa and Vietnam— 
the leadership in Peking may 
have arrived at a point where it 
is prepared to begin slowly to 
ease tensions and open means of 
communication.

And then comes "Family Af- 
felr," 
now in Its third season 


and giving every Indication it 
will jog along until its young 
stars, Anlssa Jones and Johnny 
Whitaker are ready for college. 


Monday night's "Gunsmoke" 


was the story of a pair of rois- 
tering boozy buffalo hunters ac- 
cidentally 
discovering 
that a 


quiet 
rancher, 
living 
near 


Dodge City with his wife and 
step-son, was the commandant 
of a Civil War prison where 700 
soldiers 
had died 
brutally. 


Townsfolk wanted to lynch him 
for his actions as a soldier un- 
der orders 10 years before. 


The story, reminiscent of sto- 


ries of a more contemporary 
war, seemed to convey the mes- 
sage that a man should be 
judged, not by his past, but by 
the present. At any rate, Mar- 
shal Dillon kept the peace and 
turned the man free—to suffer 


In his own private hell. 


It was not, perhaps, quite up 


to "Gunsrnoke's'r usual tempo 
and it was followed by what 
seemed to have been one of Lu* 
cille Ball's off nights, the come- 
dy was shot on location at Los 
Angeles airport, 
The whole 


show was one long comedy 
chase up and down escalators, 
around the terminal and on the 
airport field with Lucy and her 
accomplice, Gale Gordon, pur* 
sued by a pair of spies trying to 
grab a secret formula. The 
show Is usually less active and 
considerably less predictable. 


"Mayberry" was an amusing 


30 minutes about one of the 
town bachelors, a quiet fellow 
whose hobby was coin collect- 
Ing, 
falling for a swinging girl 


whose passion was sky-dlvlng. 
The gentle style and understat- 
ed humor of the piece was most 
agreeable and most 
viewers 


could sympathize heartily with 
the poor man who had commit- 
ted himself to taking a para- 
chute jump from an airplane. 


"Family Affair" had the little 


stars of the show playing with a 
tape recorder and bugging some 
private 
conversations. 
There 


was great good humor In the 
show, plus a tug at the heart. 
Like "Mayberry," it owes much 
of Its success to Us cast, partic- 
ularly Brian Keith and Sebas- 
tian Cabot who work so beauti- 
fully with the children. 


None of the programs is so 


stimulating that one Is tempted 
to talk about It the next day. 
But altogether they provide an 
amusing, undemanding evening 
for the tired breadwinner or 
housewife.

Vince Lonbardi, eager for a 
taste of ownership in a pro foot- 
ball club, said Monday he is 
quitting the Green Bay Packers 
to apply his fabled coaching 
spurs to the sluggish Washing- 
ton Redskins. 


Officials of the two National 


Football League clubs withheld 
immediate 
confirmation 
that 


the Packer general 
manager 


was becoming 
executive vice 


president and chief coach of the 
Redskins, and that he would get 
ownership of a portion of the 
club. 


While the Packers' executive 


board was schaduling another 
meeting today to review Lon- 
bardi's announcement, reports 
circulated in Washington that he 
would get at least five per cent 
of the Redskins' stock. 


That would help satisfy an 


ambition by the NFL's most 
spectacular coach to own a part 
of the organization he directs, a 
role deprived him under Green 
Bay's Community ownership ar- 
rangements. 


Redskins' President Edward 


Bennett Williams holds five per 
cent of his club's stock. The ma- 
jority is held by long-time own- 
er George Marshall, and is ad- 
ministered under a court trust 
by Williams. 


Lonbardi, who had often said 


being Green Bay coach and gen- 
eral 
manager 
simultaneously 


was too time consuming, was 
hestitant Monday to speculate 
on the future of Otto Graham, 
Washington's coach and general 
manager. 


"I haven't the slightest idea 


about Otto," Lombard! said. 


Redskins official withheld for- 


mal comment while the Packers 
discussed whether to free Lom- 
bard! 
from a contract 
that 


didn't have an expiration date 
until 1974. 


-Whis-'is not an ordinary mat- 


te'r," said Dominic Olejniczak, 
president of the Green Bay 
Packers Inc. "After all, there is 
only one Lombard!." 


Lombard! said there was "no 


ill feeling" between him and 
Green Bay influencing his deci- 
sion to abandon the club after 10 
years as general manager and 
nine as coach, during which he 
piloted the team to an unprece- 
dented five NHL championships 
in only seven years. 


"It's been a great 10 years," 


he said, but adding: "like any- 
one else, you always hope to 
own something." 


The Packers are a non-profit 


organization in which no one 
gets ownership. 


Lombard! said there had been 


no discussion with Green Bay as 
to his successor as general man- 
ager. "I've asked for my re- 
lease from the Green Bay Pack- 
ers," he said. "There's always a 
possibility a snag could devel- 
op." 


On the other hand, he said aft- 


er Monday's meeting with Pack- 
er executives, "Everything is 
fine. There's no problem with 
the board. I've just got a con- 
tract." 


The contract with Green Bay, 


unless waived, barred him from 
coaching 
another club during 


the pact's lifetime. 


Washington, which hasn't had 


a winning team since 1955, is in 
a situation that could tempt a 
coach with the Lombard! tern- 
peramentor winning. 


"The challenge is not in main- 


taining, but in creating," he 
said.

ATLANTA, Ga. (AP)- Ralph 


McGill, the Pulitzer 
ing publisher of the 


Atlanta Constitution, died Mon- 
day night of a heart attack. He 
would have been 71 Wednesday, 


McGill rose from life in a 


small Tennessee farm commu- 
nity to become the South's most 
vocal white advocate of civil 
rights. 


He was stricken as he was 


leaving a private birthday party 
in his honor at the home of a 
friend, John B. Lawhorn. He 
was pronounced dead at Holy 
Family Hospital. 


McGill, who became publisher 


of the Constitution in 1960 after 
31 years with the newspaper, re- 
ceived the Pulitzer Prize In 1958 
for editorial writing. The Pulitz- 
er committee pointed to his 
"long, courageous and effective 
editorial leadership." 


He was awarded the Medal of 


Freedom In 1964, for what Pres- 
ident Johnson described 
as 


making "man's world safe, his 
physical body more durable, his 
mind broader and Ms dignity 
Important." 


McGill, born 10 miles from 


the little farm community of 
Soddy, Tenn., began his newspa- 
per career In 1922 as a sports 
writer and reporter for the 
Nashville Banner. He joined the 
Constitution as sports editor In 
1929. 


He was named executive edi- 


tor in 1938 and became editor In 
1942. 


In a front page editorial in to- 


day's edition, the Constitution 
said: "Ralph McGill was the 
Constitution. And the Constitu- 
tion Is Ralph McGill. . . 


"Ralph McGill spoke as the 


home-bred conscience of the 
South In an era of the emancipa- 
tion of the spirit: the final un- 
shackling, the paying of the fi- 
nal judgment. 


"All mankind indeed was his 


family.. . 


"We and our South and our 


nation are far richer for his life 
and poorer for his passing," 


McGill became widely known 


through his syndicated column, 
in which he championed civil 
rights, 


McGill made his first mark as 


a sports writer, coining the 
phrase "strong legs run that 
weak legs may walk," a slogan 
still used by Shriners In their 
all-star football games for the 
benefit of crippled children's 
hospitals, 


His editorials argued against 


Ku Klux Kian'type violence and 
for freedom of equality for all 
men. 


Friends and acquaintances 


expressed deep regret at Me- 
Gill's death. 


He was a man "loved by his 


friends and respected by hts en- 
emies," said Eugene Patterson, 
who succeeded McGill as COR. 
stitutlon editor in I960, when 
McGill was named publisher. 


Patterson, now managing edi* 


tor of the Washington Poet said: 
"This man was my brother. I 
loved him. i respected him and 
he taught me what a man ought 
to be, He was loved by hts 
friends and respected by his en* 
eroies because a Southerner al- 
ways recognizes that a man who 
said what he thought was right 
and stuck by U was a man you 
had to respect. There will never 
be another one like him."

BARBARA,

(AP) — With one exception, off- 
shore oil drillings were shut 
down today In the Santa Bar- 
bara channel as oil continued to 
bubble up at 21,000 gallons a 
day from a runaway well 3,500 
feet under the ocean floor. 


The rig still running was drill- 


Ing a second well that experts 
hoped 
would 
relieve 
under- 


ground pressure forcing the oil 
through a crack In the sea floor. 


An oil slick from the runaway 


covered about 200 square miles 
of the Pacific off the Southern 
California coast. Secretary of 
Interior Walter J. Hickel, after 
a flight over the slick, said "the 
pollution is more severe than I 
anticipated." 


So far, strong winds from the 


east have kept most of the slick 
away from beaches except at a 


154 few points. However, conserva- 
139 tionists express fears for ma- 


rine and bird life.

58 the pollution threat resulted In 


the Senate Public Works Com- 
mittee sending a team of inves- 
tigators from Washington to the 
scene.

Hijacking of 
Airliner 
Is Foiled

MIAMI (AP) *- A knife-wield- 


ing Cuban hijacked a jet airlin- 
er with 93 persons to his native 
island Monday. But the passen- 
gers and crew of a second huge 
jet were spared a similar detour 
when their pilot decided a long- 
haired youth lacked the nerve to 
carry out his skyjack threat. 


The youth, Michael Peparo, 


18, of Cold Spring, N.Y., and a 
girl companion, Tamsin Fitzger- 
ald, 18, of Poughkeepsle, N.Y., 
were arrested when National 
Airlines 
New York-to-Mlami 


flight landed here. Both were 
charged with air piracy and kid- 
naping and held without bond. 


Airline officials said Peparo 


was carrying a knife and a can 
of mosquito repellant when he 
forced his way into the cockpit 
of the flight car tying 73 persons. 


Capt. Harry Davis, the pilot, 


said Peparo told him he was eli- 
gible for the draft in about six 
months and didn't want to go 
into the army. Peparo said he 
preferred a simple life of hard 
work, in Cuba if necessary, 
Davis said. 


The night engineer, Harry L, 


Hendrickson, said Peparo gave 
way to tears several times while 
talking with the crew. Davis 
told officers he "doubted the 
boy had the nerve" to carry out 
his threat. 


He said the crew convinced 


Peparo they would need more 
fuel to make the trip to Havana 
and he agreed to land in Miami. 
After they were on the ground 
Peparo agreed to give up the 
plan entirely, Davis said.

shoulder-length hair, blue jeans, 


(Sesert toots and a pullover 
sweater, Miss FlBgerald wore 
boois and a flowered dress and 
carried a flute in a small black 
case.

hijacked Eastern Airlines plane 
in Cuba were "dressed well 
enough," pilot Capt. Jack Moore 
of Miami said. 


Capt. Moore said the passen- 


ger list carried the names of the 
quartet, two men and two wom- 
en, as ,'J. Babln, W. Hernandez, 
Mrs. W. Hernandez and Miss 
Hernandez." He said the men 
Were Cubans "about 40, one 
about six feet tall with receding 
hair. The other a little shorter, 
maybe five feet ten and ap- 
proaching the chubby side." 


"Oily one spoke English and 


he told me, 'We are Cubans and 
we have to go back,' " Moore 
said. "He didn't say why." 


Moore said one of the hijack- 


ers forced his way into the cock- 
pit with what "looked like a 
large steak knife with a blade 
about nine inches long" held 
against Stewardess Peggy Boul- 
ton, 20, of Philadelphia. 


Witnessing the performance 


from a passenger seat was Al- 
len Funt, who used to film peo- 
ple In every conceivable situa- 
tion for his "Candid Camera" 
television show. 


"I had a ton of camera equip- 


ment, but It was In the luggage 
compartment," Funt said after

night. "Even if I had taken pic- 
tures of the hijacking they (the 
Cubans) would have confiscated 
the film."

Jammed Courts 
a Paradox on 
Lawlessness

esterday's Washington dis- 
patch quoting the Attorney 
General's report that U, S, 


district courts now have a rec- 
ord backlog of 9*7,24!) cases 
awaiting trial might make you 
think all is well with American 
law enforcement, 


But on second thought you 


recognize It for the paradox it 
Is— the mounting pile of judi- 
cial proceedings is indisputable 
evidence that law and order are 
breaking down, 


Too many laws being passed 


when we don't have police enough 
to enforce fundamental statutes, 
too many trivial arrests when we 
are already short of judges to 
hear serious charges—all this 
adds up to a tidal wave of crime 
. , .because law-violators have 
lost the fear of immediate and 
certain punishment. 


And so the paradox of statis- 


tics— which seem to point one 
way but actually travel in the 
opposite direction, 


I recall statistics were used 


by the "drys" in one Hempstead 
local option election, and when 
I took the time to shake down 
the facts at the courthouse I 
found that nearly 1,000 liquor 
charges had grown so old they 
had been archived.. .incontesta- 
ble evidence that prohibition was 
unenforceable. 


President Nixon took a close 


look at Washington's critical 
crime record and came up with 
the correct recommendations: 
More police to make arrests, 
and more judges to assure quick 
trial and punishment. 


There's your paradox. With too

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Rescue of 
Puebjo Once 
Considered

CORONADO, Calif. (AP) - 


After the capture of the Pueblo, 
two high ranking Navy officials 
ordered a destroyer to prepare 
to go Into a North Korean har- 
bor to board it and tow It away 
if necessary, an admiral has 
testified. 


Rear Adm. George L. Cassell 


detailed the order Monday to a 
Navy court of inquiry Into the 
Pueblo's capture by North Ko- 
rea. But a further question, ask- 
ing 'whether any actual attempt 
to rescue the Pueblo was ever 
carried out, was 
left unan- 


swered. 


There was no known actual 


attempt to remove the Pueblo 
from North Korean custody. 


When the Pueblo was seized a 


little over a year ago, Cassell 
was assistant chief of staff for 
operations for the commander 
in chief of the Pacific Fleet, 
based in Honolulu. 


He agreed with earlier wit- 


nesses that neither U.S. ships 
nor planes were close enough to 
help Immediately but said re- 
covery action was possible the 
next day. 


"Adm. (John) Hyland, myself 


and the Operational C o n t r o l 
Center directed the S e v e n t h 
Fleet to dispatch a destroyer 
and position this destroyer off 
Wonsan Harbor In international 
waters," Cassell said. 


Hyland was fleet commander, 
"We further directed Com- 


mander Seventh Fleet to pro- 
vide air cover for this particular 
destroyer and be .prepared tore- 
cover the Pueblo either by going 
into the harbor and manning the 
ship and getting under way or 
towing as necessary. I forget 
the precise words, but she was 
to be prepared to recover or tow 
the Pueblo." 


He said naval officials dis- 


cussed other possibilities, such 
as sending aircraft to destroy 
the ship "to prevent classified 
material from falling Into the 
hands of the Koreans." 


Executive officer Lt, Edward 


R. Murphy Jr. was called to the 
stand today as the first of the 
Pueblo's crew, other than skip- 
per Lloyd Bucher, to testify in 
open court. 


Lt. Stephen Harris, In charge 


of the Pueblo's Intelligence de- 
tatchment, testified for more 
than five hours Thursday and 
Monday. The Navy said his tes- 
tomony was classified in the in- 
terest of national defense, but 
that Harris would give unclassi- 
fied testimony In open court lat- 
er this week. 


Cassell said he was in the 


home of Admiral Hyland when 
the Pueblo was seized. 


Cassell said he and Hyland 


went to the Operational Control 
Center four or five minutes 
from the house, Cassell then de- 
scribed the orders to the Sev- 
enth Fleet, and Capt, William 
Newsome, council for the court, 
asked: "You were positioning 
your ships then with a view to- 
ward retaliation?" 


"Yes," Cassell said, "retail.

NEW VORK (AP) ~ As a 


small lad in Chicago, Bob Fosse 
liked to entertain visitors to his 
family home by putting on an 
act he called "Tarzan Wrestling 
the Uon," 


"I was pretty obnoxious, I 


guess," he recalled with a gri* 
mace. "I shaved our collie to 
make him look more like a Uon, 
Then I hid some ketchup belJnd 
a chair and doused myself with 
it in the middle of the act." 


After watching this bloody liv- 


ing room drama several times, 
Bob's father, a salesman who 
had spent a year as a vaudeville 
singer earlier in life, decided bis 
son was destined for show busi- 
ness. So he sent Bob to dancing 
school at the age of 8. 


Today, at 40, Fosse, who first 


led a children's troupe then 
served his apprenticeship on the 
night club circuit, is one of th* 
nation's most brilliant directors 
iod choreographers. 


He has won five Tony Awards 


on Broadway as director or cho- 
reographer, or both, for such 
musicals as "Damn Yankees," 
"Pa jama Game," "Bells Are 
Ring," "Redhead," "How to 
Succeed in Business Without 
Really Trying," and "Sweet 
Charity," 


"Sweet 
Charity," starring 


Shirley MacLaine, marks Bob's 
debut as a film director. He also 
directed the stage version which 
starred his wife, Gwen Verdon, 


Fosse admits to more than a 


touch of buck fever in his flrsl 
film directional venture. 


"Everything about the films 


is so mammoth ... so much 
money . . . every moment cost- 
ing X-number of dollars ... so 
many people on the sets . . .

ground," he said, smiling.

The elder San- 
keys got in with the help of 
neighbors, became snowbound, 
too. 


A milk bulk truck made it in

Sankey has gotten out once 
since his vacation to get mail 
and 
supplies. 
Since then—a 


snowy jail. 


"We listen to the radio and 


watch a lot of TV," said the

Mrs. Sankey.

weather broadcasts sound like a 
broken record," added her hus- 
band. 


In Sankey's county, Murray, 


which Is one of the hardest-hit, 
a snowmobile-plane rescue unit 
has been formed.

U.S. Hand May 
Be Extended 
to Red China

WASHINGTON (AP) - De- 


spite the hard line he laid down 
on Red China policy last week, 
President Nixon plans to start a 
new diplomatic probe later this 
month into thfe possibility of im- 
proving U.S.-Peking relations. 


Nixon is considering propos- 


ing to the Chinese regime that 
as a first step the two countries 
relax travel and communica- 
tions barriers somewhat. Eas- 
ing of the U.S. embargo on 
trade with the Chinese mainland 
might follow eventually, 


Some State department offi- 


cials believe there is an outside 
chance the Peking regime may 
be shifting its policy from a 
high degree of isolation to a 
more flexible position. 


The very limited hope held by 


some exptrts is based on the 
fact that Communist China It- 
self 
proposed last November 


that the next round of diplomat- 
ic talks with the United States 
should be held Feb. 20—a month 
after the Nixon administration 
took office. 


The date, which the State De- 


partment accepted by agree- 
ment with President-elect Nix- 
on's advisers at the time, was 
coupled with a Chinese proposal 
which some officials here con- 
sidered 
hopeful that the two 


countries make an agreement 
"on the five principles for peace- 
ful coexistence." 


The principles Include respect 


for territorial integrity, non- 
aggression, 
noninterference, 


equality and living together in 
peace. The United States and 
China have held unofficial meet- 
Ings for several years in War- 
saw, Poland. 


President Nixon was asked at 


M« news conference a week ago 
about his "plans" for improving 
relations with Communist Chi- 
na. He immediately declared 
opposition 
to admitting the 


country to the United Nations 
under present 
circumstances. 


He also said he saw no prospect 
of any change in U.S. policy 
"until some changes occur on 
their side."

tarized Zone between North and 
South Vietnam it was learned 
today. 


The U.S. Command would not 


comment on enemy strength in 
the 
six-mile-wide 
strip that 


stretches 40 miles across Viet- 
nam. But it was learned from 
other reliable sources that intel- 
ligence places three to six North 
Vietnamese battalions of 'WOO 
men each in the zone, most of 
them in the northern half. 


President Nixon said at his 


first news conference last week 
that one of the top amerlcan 
priorities at the Paris peace 
talks would be restoration of the 
zone to the demilitarized status 
prescribed in the 1954 Geneva 
agreement. But the Communist 
side at the conference has re- 
fused to discuss this, saying It Is 
a U.S. trick to perpetuate Amer- 
ican forces in Vietnam. 


Sources said that Gen.Crelgh-
